Several  cases  of  chicken  pox  and  mumps  have  also  been 
reported.  The  health  department  no  *  longer  quarantines 
by  a  placard  on  the  house,  the  above  diseases.  A  severe 
epidemic  of  "flu"  or  grippe  which  swept  the  country  did 
not  pass  Charlestown  by  and  many  persons  were  effected. 
Schools  were  closed  for  a  time  because  of  this  and  measles. 

A  well  child  health  conference  was  held  at  the 
Episcopal  Vestry  on  July  30th,  1940,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Miss  Elizabeth  Carriel, 
State  Board  of  Health  Nurse  in  Sullivan  County  was  as- 
sisted by  a  committee  representing  the  Mothers'  Club. 
Dr.  W.  W.  Brislin  of  Alstead,  N.  H.,  and  Dr.  Paul  Willard 
of  Charlestown  N.  H.,  were  the  examining  physicians. 
Forty-two  children  were  weighed  and  given  a  complete 
physical  examination.  Nineteen  children  were  given  the 
immunization  treatment  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria. 

Another  tuberculin  test,  chest  X-ray  demonstration 
was  held  at  the  Charlestown  High  School,  May  15th,  1940.  Of 
the  fifty-one  persons  given  the  tuberculin  test,  four  students 
reacted  and  were  given  the  benefit  of  X-ray  of  chest,  all 
proved  to  be  negative  as  to  active  tuberculosis,  one  showed 
a  healed  tuberculosis. 

As  usual,  samples  of  water  from  the  village  and 
North  Charlestown  have  been  sent  for  analysis  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  in  most  cases  there  were  no 
criticisms.  The  situation  which  developed  on  one  of  the 
brooks  leading  to  the  reservoir  of  the  village  supply  has 
been  satisfactorily  cleared  up,  and  the  necessary  steps 
taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence. 

Milk  samples  from  the  local  dealers  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  analysis  and  in  all 
cases  these  have  been  satisfactory.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Charlestown  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  your 
superintendent  of  schools. 

We  have  had  but  two  changes  in  our  teaching-  force 
this  year.  Miss  Elizabeth  Smith,  principal  of  the  Farwell 
School  for  four  years,  accepted  a  position  in  Massachu- 
setts ;  Miss  Clarissa  Edwards,  home  economics  teacher  for 
two  years,  resigned  to  be  married. 

Miss  Alice  Palmer,  a  graduate  of  Vermont  Univer- 
sity, and  an  experienced  teacher,  is  now  principal  of  the 
Farwell  School;  Miss  Vera  Nichols  a  graduate  of  Keene 
Teachers'  College,  is  home  economics  teacher. 

At  this  place  in  my  report  I  include  the  reports  of 
Headmaster  Steele,  Principal  Lylis,  Mrs.  Hasham  and 
Miss  Palmer.  They  give  an  excellent  survey  of  the  gen- 
eral work,  music  and  health  work  of  the  schools. 

HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 
To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  a  report  as  Headmaster 
of  Charlestown  High  School. 

During  the  school  year  many  events  take  place  at 
about  the  same  time  and  become  a  traditional  part  of  the 
institution.  However,  there  are  numerous  activities  of  a 
special  nature,  sponsored  and  presented  for  the  general 
betterment  of  all  pupils,  as  our  time  allotment  warrants. 
Assembly  programs  have  often  been  enriched  through  the 
generous  cooperation  of  local  and  out  of  town  speak- 
ers. Periodically  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  have  in- 
formal talks  by  Superintendent  Mason  on  matters  deal- 
ing directly  with  school. 

It  seems  to  me  that  parents  would  like  to  know  what 
the  teacher  assignment  distribution,  of  pupils,  amounts 
to  for  each  teacher,  during  each  period  of  the  school  day. 
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Along  with  this  tabulation  it  seems  appropriate  to  list 
many  of  the  major  projects  completed  in  school. 

Miss  August,  Commercial  Department,  has  11.4  pu- 
pils per  period  each  day  of  the  week. 
Miss  Nichols,  Home  Economics  Department,  has  14.6 

pupils  per  period  each  day  of  the  week. 
Miss  Palmer,  Supervisor  of  Music,  has  28  pupils  per 
period  each  day  of  the  week.    This  average  in- 
cludes work  from  the  first  grade  through  the 
twelfth  in  the  North  Charlestown  and  Charles- 
town  Schools.    Much  of  this  work  is  of  a  very 
difficult  nature  because  it  consists  of  organiza- 
tion instruction  to  the  glee  clubs,  band,  orches- 
tra, drum  corps  and  also  musical  training  in  the 
lower  grades. 
Mr.  Dundas,  Industrial  Arts  Department,  has  20  pu- 
pils per  period  each  day. 
Mr.  Morrill,  Submaster,  Mathematics,  and  English 
Departments,  has  30  pupils  per  period  each  day. 
Mr.  Brown,  Modern  Languages,  has  35  pupils  per 

period  each  day. 
Mr.  Steele,  Social  Sciences,  has  29  pupils  per  period 

each  day. 
In  addition  to  the  above  teaching  assignments  Miss 
August  is  in  charge  of  the  Sophomore  Home  Room  and 
has  24  pupils  in  this  class. 

Mr.  Morrill  is  in  charge  of  the  Freshman  Home  Room 
and  has  31  pupils  in  this  class. 

Mr.  Steele  is  in  charge  of  the  Junior  and  Senior 
Home  Room  and  has  45  pupils  in  these  classes. 

Mr.  Brown  is  in  charge  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth 
Grade  Home  Room  and  has  47  pupils  in  this  group. 

In  order  to  assure  the  continuance  of  extra-curricula 
activities  it  has  been  necessary  for  all  teachers  to  assist 
in  the  completion  of  our  school  program.  The  Commer- 
cial Department,  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Miss 
August,  has  willingly  assisted  in  entering  records  in  the 
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school  ledg-er,  making-  out  bi-monthly  checks,  recording 
data  on  report  cards,  numerical  tabulations  in  our  per- 
manent records,  mimeographing  outlines,  tests  and  re- 
ports for  Superintendent  Mason,  and  all  teachers  in  the 
entire  school  system  who  have  requested  this  type  of 
work.  This  department  has  also  made  tickets,  programs, 
notices  and  form  letters  for  all  school  functions,  and  in 
several  instances  work  has  been  done  for  organizations 
outside  the  school.  The  only  cost  for  this  work  is  payment 
for  supplies  used.  One  of  the  greatest  individual  projects 
attempted  by  the  Commercial  Department  has  been  the 
New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  Seal  Sale. 
This  work  is  efficiently  handled  each  year,  and  the  cleri- 
cal experience  that  the  members  of  the  Office  Practice 
group  gains  is  of  vital  importance  to  all  pupils  who  in- 
tend to  enter  the  field  of  business.  It  would  be  amiss  if 
full  credit  for  the  success  of  the  New  Hampshire  Tuber- 
culosis Seal  Sale  was  not  given  to  the  members  of  the 
Commercial  Department,  and  to  the  teacher  in  charge 
of  this  group  who  must  plan  the  efficient  completion  of 
this  community  project. 

The  Industrial  Arts  class,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Dundas,  has  completed  the  following  projects  that  war- 
rant special  recognition.  Building  a  storage  bookcase  in 
the  attic  of  the  school  house.  This  bookcase  is  8  feet  by 
19  feet,  and  will  provide  ample  space  for  textbooks  that 
must  be  stored  from  year  to  year.  This  department  has 
assisted  the  Charlestown  Water  Department  in  the  draw- 
ing of  a  map  of  North  Charlestown,  South  Charlestown, 
and  the  Village,  showing  where  every  water  line  and  out- 
let in  the  water  system  is  located.  When  completed  this 
will  become  the  permanent  property  of  the  Water  Com- 
mission of  Charlestown.  Other  projects  are:  repairing 
of  seats  at  the  Town  Hall,  working  on  signal  bells  at  the 
school  house,  installing  lights  in  the  school  buildings.  Ace- 
tylene welding  and  cutting  for  the  Charlestown  Highway 
Department,  automotive  repair  work,  making  of  signs  for 
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the  Charlestown  Winter  Carnival,  and  the  building  of  a 
tractor.  The  above  list  does  not  include  the  individual  pu- 
pil projects  required  from  members  of  the  Industrial  Arts 
class. 

The  Home  Economics  Department,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Miss  Nichols,  conducted  a  Canning  Exhibit  on 
October  10th,  and  this  exhibit  represented  the  work  of 
33  pupils,  a  total  of  about  400  jars  being  placed  on  dis- 
play at  the  school  house.  Projects,  party  books  and  wall 
decorations  for  permanent  use  in  the  laboratory,  were 
made  by  members  of  the  Home  Economics  classes.  The 
class  in  Foods  and  Nutrition  made,  and  decorated,  fruit 
cakes  for  their  parents  at  Christmas  time.  The  lower 
grade  pupils  made  Christmas  presents,  consisting  of: 
holders,  handkerchiefs,  calendars,  clove  balls,  pin  cush- 
ions, and  several  luncheon  sets.  The  designs  were  drawn 
by  the  pupils  on  these  projects.  During  the  noon  hour 
lunches  are  prepared  and  served  by  the  members  of  the 
Home  Economics  classes,  and  on  several  occasions,  guests 
are  invited  to  these  meals. 

One  of  the  larger  projects  conducted  by  the  Home 
Economics  classes  is  the  serving  of  hot  lunches  to  bus 
pupils  who  remain  at  the  school  house  during  the  noon 
hour.  These  lunches  have  been  served  since  January  6th, 
and  about  80  pupils  are  served  daily.  Much  of  the  food 
used  is  furnished  free,  by  the  Surplus  Commodity  De- 
partment of  the  United  States  Government,  and  through 
the  annual  assistance  of  the  Charlestown  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  it  is  only  possible  to  make  this  much 
needed  project  an  important  part  of  our  daily  school  pro- 
gram. The  attitude  of  the  Home  Economics  girls,  in  pre- 
paring these  noon  lunches,  is  a  tribute  to  their  home 
training,  and  also  a  compliment  to  their  teacher.  Miss 
Nichols, 

The  Music  Department,  under  the  very  able  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Palmer,  has  provided  a  high  type  of  enjoy- 
ment to  those  of  us  who  are  aware  that  a  tremendous 
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amount  of  direct  training  is  being  provided  for  all  pupils 
who  are  musically  inclined.  Our  public  performances  have 
been  greatly  enriched  through  the  willing  cooperation  that 
has  always  been  instantly  offered  by  this  important  de- 
partment of  our  schools.  This  community  has  reason  to 
be  proud  of  the  musical  organizations  in  our  schools.  Their 
performances,  locally  and  at  the  State  Festival,  have  re- 
peatedly reflected  credit  upon  Miss  Palmer,  and  her  teach- 
ing. 

In  the  various  other  departments  of  our  school,  work 
has  been  carried  on  in  an  efficient  classroom  project  man- 
ner. I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Morrill 
for  the  time  he  has  so  willingly  devoted  to  the  selling  of 
tickets  at  all  activities  during  the  school  year.  I  am  aware 
that  this  represents  a  tremendous  contribution  of  time 
and  effort,  and  too  often  such  tasks  are  seldom  given 
sufficient  recognition.  Besides  devoting  time  during  the 
entire  basketball  season,  at  home  games  and  all  games 
played  out  of  town,  in  the  capacity  of  scorer,  Mr.  Brown 
has  successfully  coached  the  Charlestown  Tennis  Team. 
Last  season  a  total  of  about  14  matches  were  played  with 
the  largest  schools  in  this  section  of  Vermont  and  New 
Hampshire.  At  many  of  the  basketball  games  played  at 
Charlestown,  Mr.  Dundas  has  assisted  in  the  capacity 
of  ticket  taker,  and  for  this  help  I  wish  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation. The  girls'  basketball  team,  for  the  second  year, 
has  been  coached  by  Miss  August,  and  her  efforts  in  this 
extra-curricula  activity  are  appreciated. 

I  wish  to  report  that  during  the  present  year  your 
high  school  conducted  Mid-Year  Examinations  in  all  sub- 
jects taught  in  the  four  upper  grades.  It  required  two 
full  days  to  administer  these  examinations.  Each  class 
was  tested  during  a  solid  time  period  of  one  hour  and 
tv/enty  minutes.  This  plan  was  adopted  in  order  to  pre- 
pare our  graduates,  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  and  prac- 
tical, for  the  conditions  they  will  encounter  when  they 
matriculate  to  colleges,  universities,  or  teachers  colleges. 
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All  examinations  were  of  the  essay  type  in  so  far  as  it 
was  consistent  with  the  subject  matter  being-  tested. 
This  plan  will  again  be  used  just  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
school  year,  and  will  constitute  our  final  examination  per- 
iod. One  advantage  found  in  administering  these  Mid- 
Year  Examinations  was  that  through  essay  questions  pu- 
pils are  required  to  use  their  mental  powers,  by  directed 
concentration,  and  this  demands  clearness  of  thought,  if 
success  is  attained.  Too  often  there  is  a  tendency  to  try 
to  evade  work  that  demands  clear  thinking,  and  if 
through  our  testing  program  we  develop  this  seemingly 
lost  ability,  our  plan  defends  itself. 

The  Health  Program  of  our  school  has  again  been 
conducted  on  a  very  efficient  level  by  the  school  nurse, 
Mrs,  Zepherine  Hasham.  The  time  that  is  so  faithfully 
devoted  in  checking  communicable  diseases,  and  raising 
the  general  health  standard  among  our  pupils,  is  a  tribute 
to  the  outstanding  work  being  done  by  our  school  nurse. 

In  behalf  of  Dr.  Robert  B.  Kerr,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association,  and  Miss 
Cluffie  Gobie,  R.  N.,  Sullivan  County  Tuberculosis  Field 
Worker,  and  for  the  School  Officials,  I  wish  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  the  generous  support  they  have  given  the 
annual  drive  conducted  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tuber- 
culosis Association,  through  the  Charlestown  High  School. 
The  returns  this  year  have  amounted  to  $185.02.  Last 
year,  our  returns  for  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis 
Association  amounted  to  $154.60,  and  this  was  more,  on 
a  per  capita  basis,  than  any  other  town  contributed  in 
Sullivan  County.  I  feel  very  confident  that  our  larger 
contribution  during  the  present  year  will  again  place 
Charlestown  in  first  place,  on  a  per  capita  contribution 
basis.  The  remarkable  feature  of  this  work  centers 
around  the  fact  that  most  of  our  donations  have  been 
$1.00  or  less,  only  five  people  have  contributed  more  than 
$1.00  and  no  person  has  given  more  than  $2.00.  The 
citizens  of  our  town  are  aware  that  when  all  people  assist 
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a  worthy  cause  a  sizeable  amount  can  be  raised  without 
too  great  a  burden  being  placed  upon  a  certain  few. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sayce  for 
the  help  they  have  annually  given  to  the  current  Senior 
Class  during  the  Winter  Carnival.  Without  the  assistance 
of  such  public-spirited  people  it  would  not  be  possible  for 
members  of  the  Senior  Class  to  finance,  from  the  funds 
in  the  class  treasury,  the  New  York  trip,  and  the  paying 
for  graduation  expenses  during  Commencement  time.  A 
report  dealing  with  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Winter  Carnival  is  listed  on  another  page. 

I  want  to  thank  Superintendent  Mason  for  the  loyal- 
ty, suggestions,  and  sincere  cooperation  that  he  has  so 
willingly  extended  to  all  teachers  and  to  me  during  the 
years  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  work  under  his  super- 
vision. To  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  we,  the 
teachers,  are  grateful  for  your  support  and  official  back- 
ing in  all  problems  that  pertain  to  the  general  better- 
ment, and  efficiency  of  the  Charlestown  School.  And  to 
parents,  citizens  and  friends  of  Charlestown  a  very  cor- 
dial invitation  is  extended  to  visit  your  schools,  when 
classes  are  in  session,  and  in  so  doing  make  it  possible 
for  a  better  understanding  among  parents,  teachers  and 
pupils.  We  all  have  one  common  objective;  to  make 
Charlestown  Schools  just  as  efficient  as  is  humanly  pos- 
rible,  and  through  cooperation  to  prepare  our  pupils,  the 
citizens  of  tomorrow,  in  such  a  manner  that  they  will  go 
forth  loyal  members  of  our  society,  supporters  of  Amer- 
cial  principles,  leaders  and  followers  in  the  American 
v/ay  of  life,  and  willing  defenders  of  American  Democracy.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Relative  to  the  ever-increasing  enrollment  in  our 
elementary  grades,  it  should  be  well  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  clarify  the  situation  to  a  certain  extent.  The 
total  number  of  pupils  that  have  registered  in  each  grade 
during  the  year  is  as  follows : 

Grade  1 26 

Grade  2 39 

Grade  3 25 

Grade  4 34 

Grade  5 31 

Grade  6 28 

Grade  7 24 

Grade  8 27 

A  Total  of  234 

Considering  the  fact  that  there  are  only  six  rooms 
available  for  the  above  total,  it  would  allow  an  aver- 
age of  39  pupils  per  room.  School  authorities  consider 
an  ideal  classroom  enrollment  between  20  or  to  25  pupils 
per  room.  Nevertheless  under  these  conditions  we  have 
taken  care  of  the  situation  satisfactorily  for  the  present. 

The  grades  five  through  the  eighth  are  very  fortunate 
in  having  the  departmental  system.  This  system  eli- 
minates the  teacher's  necessity  of  staying  in  one  class- 
room the  whole  day  and  rotates  the  pupils  and  teachers 
from  room  to  room  thus  eliminating  a  heavy  pupil  load 
and  gives  each  teacher,  as  well  as  the  pupils  a  chance  to 
change  classes. 

In  considering  the  period  load,  that  is  the  average 
number  of  pupils  for  each  period  of  the  day,  the  follow- 
ing information  may  be  of  interest : 

Hazel  Oeschger,  Second  grade 38  pupils 

John  Lylis,  Principal 36  pupils 

Helen  Streeter,  Fifth  and  Sixth  grades 35  pupils 

Flora  Longa,  Fourth  grade 31  pupils 
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Lois  Parker,  Third  grade 28  pupils 

Susie  Benway,  First  grade 24  pupils 

It  is  evident  that  practically  all  elementary  teachers  are 
overloaded. 

Regardless  of  the  uncomfortable  situation,  the  pri- 
mary and  junior  high  teachers  have  well  organized 
schools.  Classes  are  running  along  very  smoothly.  The 
cooperation  of  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  pupils  should 
be  commended  upon.  It  is  felt  that  Charlestown  is  very 
fortunate  in  having  such  a  capable  corps  of  teachers. 
Credit  should  be  given  to  Misses  Lois  Parker  and  Flora 
Longa  for  the  third  successful  Junior  High  Play  that 
they  directed.  This  year  they  were  in  charge  of  the  pre- 
sentation "Watch  Out  For  Spooks"  which  resulted  in  a 
social  and  financial  success.  The  class  grossed  a  profit 
of  $59.  This  money  is  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  this 
Junior  High  Graduation  class. 

This  year  emphasis  has  been  stressed  on  the  me- 
chanics of  education  in  the  elementary  grades.  During  a 
recent  meeting  the  teachers  were  urged  to  spend  at 
least  two  periods  a  week  in  the  cultivation  of  good  habits 
in  writing,  expression,  symmetrical  organization,  gram- 
mar and  spelling. 

Organization  has  also  been  stressed  to  both  teachers 
and  pupils.  Elementary  teachers  meet  twice  a  month  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  difficulties  that  arise  in  the 
classroom.  Very  helpful  suggestions  have  been  made  dur- 
ing these  meetings.  A  weekly  assembly,  usually  Wednes- 
day, is  held  in  the  Junior  High  room. 

In  behalf  of  the  elementary  pupils,  teachers  and  my- 
self, I  wish  to  thank  the  Charlestown  School  Board,  Supsi- 
intendent  W.  L.  Mason,  Mrs.  Zephyrine  Hasham  and 
others  who  have  aided  us  in  our  work.

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MUSIC  REPORT 

This  school  year  there  are  one  hundred  and  one  pu- 
pils enrolled  in  the  free  instrumental  classes.  I  have 
twenty-six  piano  pupils,  nine  pupils  taking  lessons  on 
brass  instruments,  four  pupils  taking  lessons  on  wood- 
wind instruments,  nine  violin  pupils,  one  bell  lyre  pupil, 
fifteen  bugle  pupils,  eleven  fife  pupils  and  twenty-seven 
drum  pupils. 

The  Band  has  an  enrollment  of  twenty-three  mem- 
bers. It  has  taken  part  in  the  Memorial  Day  exercises, 
the  High  School  Concert  last  spring,  and  the  ice  carnival 
at  Sayce's  rink  this  winter. 

The  Orchestra  claims  a  membership  of  twenty-seven 
This  organization  has  more  opportunities  to  help  in  local 
and  school  affairs  than  the  Band;  these  being,  the  High 
School  Concert,  Senior  Play,  Baccalaureate,  and  Grad- 
uation in  June.  This  last  fall  they  played  for  the  Grange 
and  Junior  High  Plays.  Eight  members,  chosen  from  the 
Orchestra  and  Band,  were  sent  to  participate  in  the 
Regional  Concert  at  Nev/port  December  sixth,  and  ten 
members  will  be  sent  to  the  next  Regional  Concert  held 
in  Claremont  on  March  fifth.  There  will  be  another  Con- 
cert at  Hanover  in  the  spring  which  will  afford  still  an- 
other opportunity  for  worthy  players  to  participate. 

The  Beginner's  Orchestra,  first  organized  last  year, 
has  eighteen  members.  They  played  for  the  first  time 
at  the  May  Festival  last  spring.  The  first  and  second 
grade  Rhythm  Band,  formed  last  year,  are  still  meeting 
once  a  week.   They  also  performed  at  the  May  Festival. 

The  Drum  Corps  consists  of  thirty-three  members 
this  year.  This  organization  did  splendidly  at  Laconia 
when  they  played  at  the  New  Hampshire  State  Music 
Festival  last  spring.  The  Drum  Corps  also  took  part  in 
the  Memorial  Day  Exercises. 

The  High  School  still  maintains  two  Glee  Clubs.  The 
Girls  Glee  Club  has  a  membership  of  fifteen  voices  and 
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the  Mixed  Glee  Club  is  made  up  of  twenty-seven  mixed 
voices.  Both  organizations  participated  in  the  High 
School  Concert  in  May  and  also  presented  the  Operetta 
"The  Band  Wagon"  this  fall.  The  Mixed  Glee  Club  sang 
at  the  Baccalaureate  service  and  High  School  Graduation. 

The  Junior  High  School  Mixed  Glee  Club  has  a  mem- 
bership of  thirty  voices,  a  gain  of  ten  members  over  last 
year.  This  Glee  Club  has  sung  at  the  May  Concert,  Junior 
High  Graduation  last  spring,  and  at  a  Junior  High  Assem- 
bly this  fall. 

This  year  the  New  Hampshire  State  Music  Festival 
will  be  held  in  Manchester  on  May  16,  1941.  There  have 
been  two  changes  in  the  regulations  since  last  year.  One 
change  is  that  all  orchestra  applicants  are  required  to  en- 
ter auditions  before  acceptance.  The  other  change  regu- 
lates that  each  student  selected  for  the  orchestra  or 
chorus  will  be  required  to  pay  a  registration  fee  of  two 
dollars.  There  will  be  no  organization  that  will  be  entered 
tiiis  year.  A  certain  number  of  outstanding  Glee  Club, 
Orchestra,  or  Band  members  will  be  sent  as  usual,  how- 
ever. 

The  music  in  the  grades  of  Charlestown  and  North 
Charlestown  is  under  the  same  general  outline  of  work 
as  last  year.  The  singing  of  note,  study,  two  and  three 
part  songs,  and  the  study  of  elementary  musical  theory, 
instruments,  and  music  appreciation  are  part  of  the  music 
program  for  the  grades.  There  is  a  class  for  folk  danc- 
ing for  Charlestown  pupils.  North  Charlestown  has  a  real 
good  Rhythm  Band  in  the  lower  grades. 

During  the  month  of  May  last  spring  there  were 
three  musical  events  whose  programs  took  in  every  boy 
and  girl  taking  music.  The  May  Festival  v/as  put  on  by 
all  the  children  from  the  first  grade  up  to  the  Junior  High, 
and  all  the  children  from  North  Charlestown.  The  High 
School  Concert  featured  all  the  Musical  organizations  of 
the  High  School;  as,  3and,  Orchestra,  Girls  and  Mixed 
Glee  Clubs,  and  the  Junior  High  Glee  Club.    The  third 
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musical  event,  the  afternoon  Recital,  was  put  on  by  all  the 
piano,  violin,  fife,  bugle,  woodwind,  and  brass  pupils.  This 
Recital  plus  the  Festival  and  Concert  affords  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  parents  and  friends  to  see  the  results  of 
the  musical  training  received  in  the  schools  of  Charles- 
town  and  North  Charlestown. 

The  credit  course  for  High  School  pupils  interested  in 
music  is  Music  Appreciation  this  year.  There  are  eight 
students  in  the  course.  The  text  book  and  work  book  are 
People  and  Music  by  McGhee  as  used  two  years  ago. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Superinten- 
dent Walter  Mason,  Headmaster  William  Steele,  Princi- 
pal John  Lylis,  the  faculty  and  citizens  of  Charlestown 
and  North  Charlestown  for  their  excellent  cooperation 
with  the  Music  Department  and  their  activities.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

As  school  nurse,  I  wish  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  January  1941 : 

Number  School  Visits  154 

Number  Home  Visits  108 

Number  Pupils  342 

During  the  year  pupils  were  accompanied  to  eye 
clinics,  ear  clinics,  tuberculosis  clinics  and  to  hospitals 
for  X-rays. 

In  April  a  skin  tuberculin  test  was  given  to  sixty- 
two  pupils  and  ten  adults.  This  test  was  made  possible  bv 
the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Association  and  was  given  by  Dr. 
Robert  Kerr,  director  of  the  association.  Four  pupils  show- 
ed positive  reactions  which  were  followed  up  with  X-rays, 
and  from  which  there  were  no  positive  findings.  This  test 
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is  a  valuable  assistance  to  our  school  children  and  the 
community. 

In  May  a  school  dental  clinic  was  held  at  the  North 
Charlestown  schools. 

In  April  Dr.  Willard  examined  the  ears  of  all  those 
who  were  found  with  defective  hearing  earlier  in  the 
year  and  the  cases  followed  up  with  the  hope  of  obtaining 
improvment  in  hearing  acuity. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people 
of  Charlestown;  this  includes  parents,  teachers,  local  or- 
ganizations, town  officials  and  Mr.  Mason,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  in  the  school 
health  program.

The  problems  that  are  urgent,  at  this  writing,  for 
next  year  are,  to  find  proper  rooms  for  the  schools  of  the 
district;  to  determine  and  raise  the  funds  necessary  to 
maintain  the  schools  during  the  year  1941-1942. 

The  elementary  schools  have  shown  a  small  increase 
in  enrollment  since  1923-'24.  In  that  year  it  was  256, 
and  thus  far  this  year  it  is  291.  The  high  school  has 
had  a  greater  increase  from  65  to  100.  This  makes  a 
total  increase,  however  of  70  pupils  or  more  pupils  than 
many  of  the  smaller  districts  of  the  state  have.  There 
seems  to  be  no  rapid  increase  due  to  the  business  con- 
ditions here. 

For  a  few  years,  however,  it  has  been  evident  that 
without  added  expense  better  work  could  be  done  in  the 
elementary  schools  if  there  was  one  more  classroom  for 
their  use  and  if  they  were  not  in  the  same  building  as 
the  high  school.  It  is  now  necessary  to  place  two  grades 
that  are  below  the  junior  high  in  one  room.  Experiments 
are  being  tried  in  which  parts  of  grades  are  placed  in 
different  rooms,  but  I  doubt  if  it  is  successful.    The  two 
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small  grades  next  year  should  be  the  second  and  fourth. 
These  grades  do  not  go  well  together  because  of  play 
activities.  This  combination,  if  there  are  no  new  families 
to  send  children,  will  have  50  pupils.  Any  other  combina- 
tion will  have  about  60  pupils  in  one  room. 

The  high  school  has  no  more  room  for  pupils,  yet  it 
seems  now  as  though  there  would  be  105  to  115  pupils 
next  year. 

The  most  serious  problem  in  the  high  school  is  rooms 
for  shop  mechanics.  Last  fall  twice  as  many  boys  de- 
sired to  take  this  work  as  we  could  accommodate.  As 
there  is  not  enough  room  for  the  different  projects  in  the 
building,  groups  of  boys  have  been  working  in  different 
parts  of  the  town.  When  the  teacher  leaves  the  building 
to  supervise  the  outside  work  there  is  a  group  of  boys 
in  the  work  shops  without  a  teacher.  The  boys  have 
been  good  and  shov/n  an  excellent  spirit,  but  it  is  not 
fair  to  the  boys  or  the  teacher.  The  machines  make 
noises  that  are  rather  disturbing  to  the  pupils  studying 
in  grades  four,  five,  and  six  just  above.  Perhaps  part  of 
this  could  be  deadened  by  placing  linoleum  on  the  grade 
floors. 

Our  problems  will  be  accelerated  rapidly  if  there 
is  a  building  increase  in  town  this  spring  or  next  sum- 
mer. Several  suggestions  have  been  made  that  would  take 
care  of  these  conditions  if  we  have  to  face  them,  but  I 
do  no  feel  that  any  of  them  are  practical. 

One  is  to  hire  a  room  for  the  grades  and  discontinue 
certain  courses  in  the  high  school  such  as  music,  me^ 
chanics,  commercial  subjects  and  home  economics.  I  fear 
it  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  good  room  for  the  grades,  and  I 
doubt  if  the  public  desire  to  drop  the  practical  courses. 

Another  is  to  run  two  schools,  one  in  the  forenoon 
and  another  in  the  afternoon.  The  buses  would  have  to 
make  a  trip  very  early  in  the  morning,  another  at  noon 
and  one  late  at  night.  There  would  have  to  be  two  sets 
of  teachers.   In  all  it  would  be  a  very  expensive  task. 
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A  third  is  to  send  the  high  school  pupils  to  Clare- 
mont,  Alstead,  Bellows  Falls,  and  Springfield.  The  tui- 
tion would  be  about  $9,000.00.  The  total  cost  of  Charles- 
town  High  School  1939-40  was  $8,985.98,  and  it  should  be 
about  the  same  this  year.  There  would  be  some  financial 
advantage  in  that  some  pupils  would  become  discouraged 
and  not  attend  high  school.  There  is  one  very  hard  prob- 
lem in  connection  with  this  plan.  A  district  does  not  have 
to  maintain  a  high  school,  but  once  it  has  established  one 
it  cannot  close  it  without  a  permit  from  the  Superior 
Court.  If  any  number  of  parents  should  object,  I  doubt 
if  such  a  permit  could  be  obtained.  We  cannot  send  pupils 
at  district  expense  to  school  outside  New  Hampshire 
without  a  contract  with  such  districts  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

For  two  years  we  have  not  raised  enough  money  to 
pay  for  the  needs  of  the  schools.  It  is  excellent  to  have 
more  pupils  and  to  give  our  children  improved  conditions, 
but  we  must  expect  the  costs  to  increase.  We  have  reduced 
certain  expenses  such  as,  fuel,  repairs,  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration, janitors'  salaries,  and  even  supplies  after 
deducting  those  sold  to  other  districts,  but  they  are  more 
than  overweighed  by  increases  in  the  costs  of  electricity, 
teachers'  salaries,  health  work,  transportation,  and  new 
equipment.  The  state  checks  have  been  smaller  during 
the  last  few  years.  Although  the  cost  per  pupil  is  rather 
low,  the  valuation  of  the  town  per  pupil  is  also  low  thus 
causing  a  large  part  of  the  tax  dollar  being  used  for 
schools. 

Realizing  the  high  tax  rate  in  town,  we  have  tried 
to  hold  dov/n  expenses.  The  desks  in  the  upper  grades 
and  high  school  are  in  bad  condition.  We  need  at  least 
250  new  ones,  but  we  will  be  forced  to  buy  a  fevv'  each 
year  as  they  cost  about  $11.00  each. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  Charlestown  in  1923-24  was  $89.85;  the  average  last 
year  according  to  the  state  report  was  $78.22 ;  the  median 
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of  the  state  v/as  $81.85.  The  average  cost  per  high  school 
pupil  in  1923-24  was  $135.86  for  Charlestown  High 
School,  this  year  it  should  be  about  $98.00.  The  median 
of  the  state  last  year  was  $105.23. 

During  the  last  two  years  we  have  maintained  a 
standard  wage  scale.  It  is  moderate,  and  may  have  to  be 
raised  to  meet  the  general  increases  in  wages  that  will 
attract  teachers  to  other  fields.  The  average  salaries  of 
your  teachers  for  the  last  four  years  are  given  below:

I  have  tried  to  give  you  an  unbiased  picture  of  con- 
ditions as  I  have  no  property  in  town  on  which  to  pay 
taxes  and  no  children  to  attend  the  schools.  There  seems 
to  be  no  plan  that  will  not  require  greater  costs.  A  new 
high  school  building  seems  out  of  the  question  as  with 
grounds  and  the  high  costs  of  materials  and  labor  one 
would  require  an  outlay  of  $100,000.00  to  $250,000.00. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  officials  for  their  help  and 
the  teachers  for  their  loyalty.

The  Charlestown  High  School  Athletic  Association 
wishes  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  have  as- 
sisted this  organization  during  the  current  season.  As  in 
past  years,  Dr.  0.  C.  Young  has  donated  his  professional 
services  to  the  pupils  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
and  on  several  occasions  he  has  treated  individual  injuries 
at  no  expense  to  the  pupils  or  the  school.  I  wish  to  state 
that  this  same  kindness  has  been  granted  by  Dr.  Young  to 
members  of  visiting  teams  who  have  been  injured  during 
our  home  games. 

As  I  have  stated  in  past  reports,  the  Association  is 
very  grateful  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Huntley  for  the  kind- 
nesses that  tliey  extended  to  members  of  the  basketball 
squads  over  a  period  of  many  many  years. 

Bus  transportation  was  again  provided  by  Mr.  John 
Nelson  at  a  low  cost,  and  for  this  kindness  v/e  are  indeed 
very  appreciative.  I  wish  to  acknowledge,  with  gratitude, 
the  services  rendered  by  the  bus  driver,  Mr.  Inglis  Lynch. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Morrill,  Mr.  Brown 
and  Mr.  Dundas  for  the  respective  part  that  each  has 
played  in  performing  such  duties  as  become  a  part  of  our 
well  organized  basketball  program. 

The  Athletic  Association  sponsored  representative 
teams  in  basketball  for  the  girls  and  boys  of  the  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools,  and  during  the  past  season, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Brown,  tennis  matches  were 
scheduled  against  some  of  the  largest  high  school  teams  in 
New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  Attractive  flannel  jackets 
were  purchased  for  members  of  the  tennis  squad.  This 
organization  has  been  successful  in  matches  played,  and 
financially  it  was  almost  self-supporting.  Transportation 
to  tennis  matches  has  very  kindly  been  offered,  in  part,  by 
Mr.  Sayce.  and  in  behalf  of  the  tennis  squad  I  wish  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appreciation  for  his 
assistance. 
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During  the  current  basketball  season  it  was  necessary 
to  postpone  our  trip  to  Sunapee,  because  of  sickness  in  our 
school,  and  it  was  not  possible  for  Sunapee  to  entertain 
our  teams  at  a  later  date.  In  view  of  these  schedule  dif- 
ficulties it  was  agreed  to,  by  both  schools,  that  both  games 
would  not  be  played.  Our  bus  transportation  having  been 
paid  in  advance  means  that  there  is  a  loss  entailed,  and  a 
noticable  loss  on  the  income  that  would  have  been  derived 
from  the  playing  of  the  Sunapee  games  at  Charlestown. 
The  Athletic  Association  financed  the  transporting  of  two 
basketball  teams  to  Winchester,  N.  H.,  on  December  20th, 
a  total  distance  of  about  ninety  miles,  the  return  games 
that  were  agreed  to  for  January  15th,  1941,  at  Charles- 
town,  were  not  played.  Winchester  authorities  refused  to 
bring  their  teams  to  Charlestown,  and  by  such  action  they 
automatically  forfeited  both  games.  In  past  years  this 
game  has  attracted  a  large  crowd,  and  financially,  the 
total  loss  of  bus  transportation,  for  girls  and  boys  teams, 
plus  the  revenue  from  the  games  that  were  forfeited,  has 
been  noticed. 

The  girls'  basketball  team  was  coached  by  Miss  Au- 
gust, and  I  want  to  state  that  the  time  devoted  to  practice 
sessions,  work  entailed  at  home  games  and  on  trips,  is  ap- 
preciated by  the  squad  members  and  the  School  Oflficials. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all 
people,  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  during  the  past  year, 
in  making  the  above  activities  an  important  part  of  the 
extra-curricula  program  of  our  school,
